My Friends: 


Hello! The inspiration for this editorial message comes not from my daily jogging----often quite early in the morning--- 
-or something read in a local coin club newsletter/bulletin, but from James H. Laird, current President of the Diablo (Concord, 
California) Numismatic Society. 


James is well-known philanthropist plus quite socially involved and committed, and he and I, often at times, converse 
and compare thoughts about philanthropy. From him, I have learned much, much about a key element in any philanthropic 
endeavor----as well as local coin clubs----and this is ‘Volunteers’. 


‘Volunteers’ are the true brick and mortal of a local coin club, and since there are no, if ever or any, local coin clubs, 
with a compensated staff or officers, then ‘volunteers’ are imperative. No Volunteer Then No One To Bring The Meetings Donuts. 
No Volunteers Then No One To Check The Group's Mail. No Volunteers Then No One To Tack Duct Tape To A Gym Floor The 
Evening Before The Coin Show. Simple, Local Coin Clubs Exist Because of Volunteers. 


My rambling here is not to offer thoughts as to how to recruit volunteers or how to encourage, or even train, them. The 
latter is not that easy; however, most skills and work require only a committed heart, devoted body, and kind spirit; someone 
wanting and willing to the chore, and it is these chores that make local coin clubs. My reflection, coming from the insights of 
James H. Laird, is how we respect----we treat and we thank----our ‘Volunteers’. 


Here Are Some Thoughts 


First, every local coin club newsletter/bulletin should, must, have a section or column or report of those who have done 
the chores, by name and job, and express appreciation and gratitude. This is both common courtesy and common sense. I would 
recommend a column or section titled ‘Kudos’. 


Second, I have always admired local coin clubs that once-a-year, at an annual social gathering, remember and publicly 
thank those who served an office, exhibited in a National Coin Week display, performed a necessary chore for the group’s annual 
show or other event, or were the Refreshment Coordinator or Property Custodian. Nearly thirty years ago, I attend the Annual 
Installation Banquet of the Fremont (California) Coin Club and was then, as today, impressed with how the Club paused and in 
real class and courtesy expressed gratitude. The Delta (Stockton, California) Coin Club does the same at its Annual Dinner and 
has even added a Member’s Appreciation Night. Needless to say, there are others; but, the point is made. 


Third, the President, any President, in a sure display of leadership, should have a ready supply of those standard ‘Thank 
You Notes’ and generously write a few kind words and mail these ready. Those in comptemporary business know that ‘Thank 
You Notes’ are literally a standard business practice. 


Fourth, every local coin club needs a special award, presented annually, and called something akin to ‘The Member [or 
Man or Woman] of the Year’, recognizing exemplary devotion and dedication, in gratitude. The long—gone Napa Valley Coin 
Club had its ‘Man of the Year’. The award was given only once, and the Club died. Any Corollary With That For The Club Only 
Did It Once? Maybe. 


Fifth, if the group’s finances warrant it, | would even advocate an annual complimentary social for those who sincerely 
and significantly contributed, maybe a ‘Volunteer’s Dinner or Saturday Luncheon’. 


_. There are other suggestions, and the point is concretely and clearly made: ‘volunteers need to be appreciated, 
recognized, and thanked’.

Fremont Coin Club March 24, 2008 FCC’s Show ‘n Tells had one of most historic rarity and 
uniqueness, a 1864 Presidential Election Ballot for Abraham Lincoln, as the National Union Ticket, by 
Bill Keaney, who found it among some family keepsakes. Note: In 1864, election ballots were provided 
by the political parties, and the Republican Party changed its name, temporarily, to National Union. What 
A Piece of History! At this same meeting, Michael S. Turrini presented his ‘Jools of the Trade’ 
program: “he related a toolbox that he uses for model railroading and came up with items that we coin 
hobbyists might want to put in our own toolboxes, such as, reference books, guides, periodicals, 
magnifying glasses, flips, 2x2s, blade, stapler, staple remover, markers, memberships, scales, calipers, 
gloves, journal, log, want lists, and | [Matt Hutchinson, who is the FCC’s monthly DOUBLE EAGLE 
Editor] would add a swatch of velvet.” Michael also claimed the gold coin prize in the Drawing, as 
reported, “the drawing gold went to a boisterous Michael S. Turrini.” 


Liberty Numismatic Society Elected its 2008 Executive Officers at its January 16, 2008 
meeting, and they are: Gene C. Hoy, President, Dr. Regan Shea, Secretary, and Ken Fowler, Treasurer, 
but no Vice-President: “the post of Vice-President remains vacant, awaiting a willing volunteer.” At this 
same meeting, the members present “savored a PowerPoint presentation, ‘Roman Provinces and Their 
Coins’, by John Jencek. Provincial Roman coinage is a passion of John, and it showed in his enthusiastic 
intro into this far-reaching topic.” The February 20, 2008 meeting heard Dr. Regan Shea, on 
‘Numismatically 1961, From A To W’: “his presentation covered a variety of numismatic, geopolitical, 
and economic data as illustrated by his collection of coins produced by various counties during the year 
1961.” The March 19, 2008 meeting had Jim Rosen talking on ‘How To Organize, Inventory, Protect, 
and Store Your Collection’: “Jim brought in an abundance of material form his own collection to 
demonstrate various aspects important for properly maintaining a collection of coins and medals.” The 
LNS is proud that its long-time booster and Past President Mark Wm. Clark was honored with the 
Northern California Numismatic Association’s (NCNA) ‘Miller Medal’ at the March 28, 2008 San 
Francisco Coin Club meeting. 


Livermore Valley Coin Club Announced “we need a person to be in charge of the Snacks. 
Volunteers should not rush to the front table at the next meeting! Please proceed safely!” Also, the 
LVCC’s April meeting program was promoted in this fashion: “the Program Director is sleeping...shh.” 
Both these comments are from the Club’s April 2008 newsletter. In the earlier March newsletter, the 
Editor Tom Wallace promoting the Club’s Show noted “for those that were able to get to the Kitchen, the 
food looked good this year. Perhaps, I will get a chance next year. I will not eat until then.” 


Pacific Coast Numismatic Society First, PCNS elected, last December 2007, its 2008 Officers, and 
they are: Federico Castillo, President, Sandra Whalen, Vice-President, Michael L. Whalen, Treasurer, 
and Herbert Miles, Acting Secretary, who in his reelection stated that “would like to groom a successor, 
and would welcome prospects. Herb would even teach you how to do it!” [Note: That is the ‘Secretary’s 
Duties’!], with Governors, Ed Treuting, Gordon R. Donnell, Kenneth E. Takahashi, and Dr. Michael 
F. Wehner. Second, the January 23, 2008 meeting heard Kenneth E. Takahashi speak on the ‘Coins of 
the Samurai’; he, “with the able assistance of spouse, Rebecca, gave a delightful presentation on coins of 
the Samurai, a period of time from 1599 to 1868, also called the Tokugawa Period” in Japanese history. 
He displayed “coins, with oval, rectangular, round, and other odd shapes, and ranged in denominations 
called Obans to Kobans, to Bus to Shus or Mons. These consisted of gold, silver, copper, brass, and 
refined iron.” Third, PCNS’ youngest member, at age 17, Daniel Feldman reviewed ‘The David Cervin 
Project’ at the February 25, 2008 meeting: “The Cevin Project rewards his endeavors at education himself 
and participating in numismatic activities with ancient coins. In order to earn each coin, Daniel had to 
perform a series of actions and activities related to numismatics education...Daniel brought the pieces 
that he has earned from completing the Cervin Project, coins donated by dealers...” 
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Peninsula Coin Club The February 2008 PCC newsletter had an intended new feature, ‘Club 
Member Spotlight’, with Jim Southward as the first personality: “long time member, Jim Southward is 
known for his expertise in United States coinage, especially Bust Quarters, and he is a very 
knowledgeable numismatist. But, there is another side of Jim; however, that makes him a very special 
person in our community. Every Christmas Season, Jim bleaches his facial hair brilliant white, and he 
becomes Santa Claus. He not your average Store Santa; however, he especially caters to children with 
disabilities! Shamefully, disabled children are very often not allowed to see and to sit on the lap of the 
average Store Santa due to liability concerns. We applaud Jim for this ever so special seasonal service to 
bring joy and hope to special children in our community.” The PCC, facing complex and confusing 
consternation with the ever rising price of silver, has adopted a new approach to silver club medals for its 
annual issues: “we decided to allow members to supply silver rounds to cover the silver required for their 
PCC Silver Club medal orders. The exact savings for the members doing this will depend on the total 
silver supplied less a shipping fee to send the silver to our minter.” Note: Your Editor would welcome 
opinions on this subject which has and does affect some many local northern California coin clubs. The 
Stanislaus County (Modesto, California) Coin Club has for a few years sought donations of silver rounds 
from its members to curtail the costs and charges. Any Other Approaches? 


Redwood Empire Coin Club Reports another successful coin show for its March 2008 
Fortieth (40") Anniversary Coin Show: “by 10:00 AM Saturday morning, there was a line of out the door, 
with over seventy (70) people came during the first fifteen (15) minutes of the Show. There were over 
five hundred (500) people attending on Saturday and over three hundred (300) people on Sunday. The 
Club was again fortunate to have American Numismatic Association (ANA) Governor and Club Friend, 
Dr. Walter A. Ostromecki, Jr. in attendance. He ran the Treasure Hunt for the kids attending the 
Show...on Saturday, March 30, 2008, the Annual Show Dinner, at the Hungry Hunter. The food was 
okay to good, but the company was excellent, and the prizes, of thirty-seven (37) bottles of wine were 
given away. At this Show Dinner, the Six Month Membership Gold Drawing was held...and the winner 
was Don Homesley, winning a Ten Dollar Eagle.” Now, Here Is The Best From RECC’s Fortieth (40") 
Anniversary Show: “One Final Tid Bit: There were a few lost and found items at the Show. Two people 
lost glasses, and one girl lost a toy purse. Also, Jonathan Avila found some teeth! Apparently, a bridge 
with four teeth on it fill-out. Jonathan gingerly picked it up and mentioned to his brother, David. David 
did a little sleuthing, and found that dealer Sal Falcone had indeed lost his bridge, which had cost
